Helsingtors, Finland— Mme, Kallio, 
wife of the President of the Finnish 
Republic, and fifty-two other Finnish 
women leaders, recently issued this 
call over the radio and through the 
entire press of Finland. 

“The greatest disaster that, human- 
ly speking, can befall the world in our 
civilization has now taken place in 
Europe. Millions of people will now 
have to sacrifice all they hold dearest, 
his is why the thoughts of everyone 
turn to war and its terrible conse- 
quences, 

“Numerous questions demand an 
answer; ‘How can it be that catast- 
rophe has come when all want peace?’ 
‘What can the small nations and their 
women do’ 

“The causes are not only outward, 
but even more inward in character, 
Humanity has taken the wrong road 
and each of us has a share in tlie res- 
ponsibility. The time has come for a 
deep and serious self examination 
which must open our eyes, The prob- 
lems of men and nations are at bottom 
moral problems. The same selfishness 
ambition deceit and fear, lack of trust 
and love which prevail in the life of 
the individual are multiplied in rela- 
tions between peoples. Each of us 
muust now honestly face ourselves 
and examine again our own share in 
this, No longer must we increase con- 
fusion by irresponsible talk and by 
laying the blame on others, 

“The spirit which we women now 
spread as individuals and as groups 
will determine the spirit in which our 
people behave in Europe’s great test- 
ing time. The thrift, care and selfless- 
ness With which each one of ous con- 
ducts our homes and our work will 
will fortify the economic and moral 
pposition of the whole country.
